The Origin of the Check Hower. 


A chain, stretched across the field and 


anchored, to operate the mechanism of a 
oorn^planter as drawn along, ifi an idea 
that was commonly known as far back as 
thirty-five years ago to those giving 
attention to planting machinery. But 
the experiments made with it did not 
reach beyond the simple rudiments, and 
without much promise of successful 
results, owing to the great expense of a 
chain suitable and other seemingly insur- 
mountable difficulties. To the inventor 
of the Haworth Check-Bower, however, 
is due the credit of combining the ele- 
ments that constitute the completed and 
practical machine which has been of such 
inestimable benefit to the eorn producer 
of the West. 


Geo. D. Haworth began experiments in 


the spring of 1867 with the idea of making 
a check-row attachment for the corn- 
planter then in general use, first trying 
iron wire fora check line, jointed together 
so as to form knots at the proper inter- 
vals and run at the side of the machine. 
A movement to throw the slide-bar of the 
planter back aud forth by the direct force 
of the check-line being necessary for on 
attachment, the one first gotten up was 
substantially the same us those now in 
common use, namely : the forked retrac- 
tile arm with pawl and ratchet wheel, 
spur wheel and pinion, so that at each 
stroke of the arm a half revolution was 
made—thus, with a crank on the pinion, 
motion was communicated to tho slide 
bar, but, on its becoming evident that 
iron wire was not durable enough, cotton 
rope was adopted as the best thing avail- 
able at that time for the purpose, the use 
of which, howeVer, made it necessary that 
mechanical devices be provided especially 
adapted as to the movement and to lay 
the rope over by the machine. After the 
trial of various plans, that embodied in 
the Haworth Check-Rower as now made

What It Costs. 


An exchange says that the lowest cost 


of getting cattle ready for the market is 
2^ cents per pound. An average bullock 
weighing 1,000 pounds costs the producer 
825. He is sold for $30, which gives th« 
raiser 20 per cent, profit. After passing 
through the slaughter house, his hide, 
meat, tallow, etc, are sold for $37. a 
profit of 23 per cent. Then tne retailer

strongly illuminated. Railway guards, 
therefore, are less liable to mistakes by 
night than by day.
